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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments with respect to 1121st and 
2nd issues are persuasive and therefore the rejection is removed. Furthermore, applicant argues that Takayama fails to teach the claimed 
limitations of" while leaving the uploaded data in the memory". The applies the broadest reasonable interpretation to the claims without 
incorporting limitations from the specification into the claimed limitations according to MPEP 2100. Thus, Takayama teaches when the card 
is removed from the mobile user terminal, the data such as those for the electronic ticket and electronic payment card that are stored in the 
RAM are uploaded to the user information server. Thus, user information generally is kept in the memory of the mobile (see par [2111- 
21 12]. Furthermore, the Examiner believes that the uploading process occurs when authentication of the user occurs after entering a code 
number that matches a code number stored in the nonvolatile memory (please read par [2111-2112]). 
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
